Promethee * published by the 
Georgian journalist, Georges WA%A\') A, was the mouthpiece of 
tho PROMETHEUS association, a group organised in Poland, and 
supported by the Polish army after tho Polish-Bolshevik war, with 
its membership drawn mostly from PILSUDSKl partisans 0 The ob- 
ject of the association was a federation of Eastern Europe: 
Poland, the Ukraine, the Crimea, and tho Caucasus; basically, 
therefore, it was a weapon in the struggle against the Soviet 
Union. After PILSUDSKl f s coup d’etat in 1926* PROMETHEUS became 
a seer Git organization under the control of the 2me Bureau of 
the Polish Army. Its alms did not change, but its activities

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While the Polish government supported the LBVICKIJ 
government, with an eye, perhaps, towards its possible utili- 
zation in case of war with Soviet HubsIs, it was faced with 
the emergence of Ukrainian political parties which grew to 
constitute a mildly oppositional bloc in the Polish diet up to 
1939. . ‘ * 

In 1926, the old 'UKRAINIAN NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC PARTY 
(which under the leadership of Dmytro, LEtflCXXU , PETRUSHEVXCH, 
PANEYKQ and others, had established the abortive PTiTRUSHEVICH 
republic of the Western Ukraine) began to reorganize in Poland 
under new leadershipo It took the name of NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC 
UKRAINIAN UNION (Ukrajinske Nacionalno-Democratyucne Objednanya) 

- UNDO - and was led by Dmytro LEIVICKXJ * . UNDO appears to have 
represented the Ukrainian bourgeoisie and farmers in Poland and 
was supported by the agricultural cooperative societies, parti- 
cularly by the cooperatives of dairy producers, who also financed 
the Ukrainian schools and cultural institutions*

The emergence of UNDO, coincided with the organization of 
the UKRAINIAN LABOR PARTY (UPP) of pro~3oviet leanings, the 
right-wing UKRAINIAN RADICAL PARTY, the UKRAINIAN SOCIAL DEMO- 
CRATIC PARTY, etc* UNDOES relations with the Poles varied* 

Until about 1930, UNDO was strongly oppositional and was even 
attracted by the "Ukrainlzation" of the Soviet Ukraine* After 
the Polish Opacification" (i 0 .e* ruthless persecution) of the 
Ukrainian minority in the 'thirties, and after the Soviet purge 
of Ukrainian nationalists In the Eastern Ukraine, the disillusioned 
UNDO abandoned its hopes of a Soviet solution and established a 
modus vlvendi with. the Polish government (1935)* As a result 
of this change of policy, a group led by Dimitro PALIYIV seceded

left o congregation that returned to the Los cow patriarch with- 
out much difficulty* 

One other attempt of a western church to take over 
the church in the Soviet Ukraine was made. In Larch, 1942, the 
metropolitan of Lv;ow, SHE POTS KX , of the Greek Catholic Church, 
a leader of the Ukrainian nationalist movement, proposed that 
the Autonomous Church, the Autocephallc Church, and the Greek 
Catholic Church unite into a Notional Ukrainian Church, with 
its head at Kiev and its supreme leader the Pope. To this 
end he published a number of proclama cions in Ukrainian news- 
papers and tried to establish contact with the intellectual 
circles In Kiev. He also sent disguised priests to the Eastern 
Ukraine. Some Ultra inlan notionalists favored this Idea because 
they believed that such a church, backed by the Vatican, would

During the -Vorld War, S3KHYPNIK served first in the Russian and 
then from 1917-1921 in the Ukrainian army, in which he was the 
adjutant of FLTLUHA 0 From 1921-1926 he was working for Ukrainian 
cooperative societies and from 1926-1931 in the local autonomous 
administration. In tho year 1931 he was elected for the first 
time to the Polish legislative assembly (Sejm), where he remained 
a member until the outbreak of war-* 


He was known ns the leader of the Ukrainians in Wolyn but was 
considered a renegade and v*ry severely a stocked by UNDO, since 
he cooperated with. Polish governmental agencies, had close con- 
nections with some Polish politicians, and advocated the coopera- 
tion of Pole«s and Ukrainians. As a member of the Sejm he did' 
not belong to the Ukrainian Parliamentary club but to the govern- 
ment camp BBV/R (Polish Government Party)® Since 1937, however, 
_he also opposed the Polish government and for that reason had 
^difficulties in the 1930 elections. The Polish LR in Rovno, 
where SKRYPNIK was active as deputy, tried to prevent his 
election by procuring him a passport and urgently recommending 
him to leave the country. The former Prime Minister SKLADOTSKI, 
however, used his influence In behalf of SKRYPNIK and ordered 
his renomination as a candidate for tho Sejm. 


After the election in 1938 the Ukrainian group prosen tod its 
notion for autonomy. According to the Sejm and senate bylav;s, 
fifteen signatures were required for such, motions * The Ukrainian 
Club hud only fourteen delegates and senators o SKRYFNIK gave 
the fifteenth signature and thereby formally joined the 
Ukrainian group.
